M.T.N.A. Convention in 
Kansas City Next Year 

Sister M. Victorine, head of the 
music department of St. Teresa Col- 
lege, attended the sixtieth annual 
meeting of the Music Teachers’ Na- 
tional Association. Over 1200 were 
present at the convention which was 
held in Washington, D. C., 

Discussions were held on the WPA 
work in music and on bills pending 
before Congress which have to do 
with a Bureau or division of Music 
in the office of Education or in the 
Cabinet. A resolution was passed 
opposing the passage of any bill pro- 
viding free instructions by the gov- 
ernment. Such instruction might, 
however, be granted in emergency 
cases to persons unable to pay for 
lessons. 

Various musical events including 
concerts by the National Symphony 
Orchestra and the Little Symphony 
Orchestra from the Eastman School 
of Music were offered. One of the 
highlights of the convention was a 
reception and tea at the White House 
for all the delegates. The First Lady, 
dressed in a blue velvet gown, per- 
sonally greeted each guest in the 
Red Room. 

Kansas City, Missouri, was chosen 
for the Convention City for 1939.

Received With 
Enthusiasm 

Dr. and Mrs. Arthur Becker gave 
a joint organ and piano recital in 
the St. Teresa college auditorium, 
Monday afternoon, February 13. Both 
artists were enthusiastically receiv- 
ed. 

They alternately played a group 
of selections. “Jagged Peaks in the 
Starlight” by Clokey, an impression- 
istic selection played by Dr. Becker 
on the organ, and “Isle of Death” by 
Wessel, performed with a fine imagi- 
nation on the piano by Mrs. Becker, 
enchanted the audience. 

“Scherzo,” a composition for the 
piano written by Dr. Becker in Mu- 
nich, Germany, ten years ago, was 
delightful. At its conclusion the 
audience applauded enthusiastically. 
As a finale to a perfect performance 
the organist and the pianist offered 
a brilliantly synchronized composi- 
tion for piano and organ, “Symphon- 
ic Piece,” by Clokey. 

A reception and a tea held in 
the college dining room added a de- 
lightful social note to the program. 

Dr. Becker comes from a musical 
family; his mother was a prominent 
singer. At the age of 21, he was 
choir director in several large church- 
es. In 1922 De Paul University, 
Chicago, asked him to organize a 
school of music and to take charge 
of the university choir.

Plans to Put Catholic Students 
On World Map at Congress 

With the “little red school boys” running wild over America, holding 
international congresses at Vassar and national congresses in New York, 
it is high time that the Catholic students put themselves on the map. And 
so they are. Pax Romana, the international Catholic student organization, 
will hold a world congress in New York from September 2nd to 9th. The 
congress proper will be preceded by a study session at the Catholic Uni- 
versity in Washington. 

Pax Romana is not a peace organization. Its name was inspired by 
the motto of the Catholic Church which was also the motto of the late 
Holy Father: — Pax Christi in Regno Christi. Its aim, therefore, is to 
spread the peace of Christ in the kingdom of Christ by serving in all pos- 
sible ways all the Catholic students of the world. Pax Romana now 
serves 45 Catholic university federations which represent 32 different 
nationalities of Europe, Asia, North and South and Central America. It 
acts as a link joining together the student federations of different coun- 
tries, as a clearing house receiving and distributing information, as a 
central organ to which all may appeal in time of need but to which none 
are subservient. 

Pax Romana is a confederation. That is to say, individual students 
may not join it, nor can individual colleges. Only student and alumni 
federations can join it. For example, in this country the National Feder- 
ation of Catholic College Students, the Catholic Student Peace Federa- 
tion, the National Catholic Alumni Federation, the Theta Kappa Phi 
Fraternity and the Ukrainian Catholic Youth League are affiliated to the 
mother confederation.

Very Rev. Msgr. Thomas B. McDonald 
Congratulated by Host of Friends 



Parishioners of the Visitation 
Church and other friends held a 
reception for the Very Rev. Msgr. 
Thomas B. McDonald at the church 
hall, Monday evening, February 13. 
Msgr. McDonald was appointed pa- 
pal chamberlain in December. 

He first paid a touching tribute 
to the late Pope Pius XI who con- 
ferred this honor on him and to the 
late Bishop Lillis who requested the 
honor for him. 

After receiving the congratulations 
of the parishioners individually, lis- 
tening to programs by the members 
of the choir and by the children of 
the school, and finally receiving a 
check for $3,043.04, Msgr. McDonald 
expressed his sincere gratitude and 
related the circumstances of his 
appointment. 

Then he stated that about two 
weeks before Christmas he was sum- 
moned to the episcopal residence 
where Bishop Lillis handed him a 
document just received from Rome. 



The bishop said it was an honor he 
had asked for him and congratulated 
Msgr. McDonald on having received 
it. The appointment was a surprise. 

In his talk Msgr. McDonald said 
that he had never seen Pope Pius 
XI but that he did have the privi- 
lege of an interview with Pope Pius 
X. 

Msgr. McDonald was a highly es- 
teemed teacher of religion for sev- 
eral years at St. Teresa's, after the 
erection of the new building. During 
the past twenty-seven years, he of- 
fered Mass and delivered an in- 
spiring talk to the students at St. 
Teresa’s college, every Sunday. 

The Rev. Thomas E. Donnelly, as- 
sistant to Msgr. McDonald, was mas- 
ter of ceremonies at the reception. 

Mary Ellen Dunn, president of 
the College Student Council, pre- 
sented Msgr. McDonald with a bou- 
quet of roses and extended congratu- 
lations to him in behalf of the fac- 
ulty and the students of St. Teresa’s 
college and academy.

1. Table: Prepare a table near the foot 
of the bed at the right, if convenient, 
so that it will not be in the priest’s 
way, and so that the sick person may 
be able to see the Crucifix.

2. Candles: Two blessed wax candles 

should be placed, one on the right and 
one on the left of the Crucifix. They 
should be lighted before the priest en- 
ters the room with the Blessed Sacra- 
ment. 

3. Crucifix: Place on the table at the 
center, rear. 

4. Holy Water: Place a vessel containing 
Holy Water at the right of the Crucifix, 
toward the front of the table.

7. Water: A tumbler of common water is 
needed for the purpose of purifying the 
priests finger tips and afterwards of 
giving a sip of water to the patient.

9. Bread: A small portion placed on a 
little plate or dish. 

10. Cotton: Clean cotton, separated into 

six small balls will be required to re- 
move any excess Holy Oils. In case 
these last mentioned articles are not 
taken care of by the priest, they should 
be carefully rolled in paper and burned. 

11. Salt: Put a little salt on the dish 
beside the bread. 

It is a pious custom when the priest 
carries the Blessed Sacrament to the 
sick, that lie be met at the front door 
with a lighted candle and in silence. The 
guide should kneel, facing the Blessed 
Sacrament. If the patient wishes to go 
to Confession, all others should retire 
but remain within easy distance, so that 
when the priest opens the door, they 
may re-enter and kneel, while the sick 
person is receiving Holy Communion.

A Noted Lecturer 

Rev. J. W. R. Maguire, C. S. V., has 
made a speciality of the study of 
labor and social problems for a great 
many years. He was educated at Ox- 
for University in England, St. Via- 
tor College, The Catholic University 
of America, and Columbia Univer- 
sity in New York. He has taught 
Economics at St. Viator College for 
twenty-five years and has taken an 
active part in the labor movement in 
the Middle West. For a great many 
years he has appeared frequently be- 
fore legislatures of Illinois, Indiana, 
and other states on behalf of social 
and labor legislation and helped to 
write and pass the Limitations of 
Injunctions Act of Illinois. For six 
years Father Maguire was president 
of St. Viator College. During the 
World War he served as a chaplain 
overseas. Father Maguire is a past 
president of the college department 
of the Catholic Educational Associa- 
tion and of the Illinois State Con-
